Not  even  the  UN  will  be  able  to  stop 
him,  because  countries  needing  Iran's  oil--such  as  Russia  and 
China — have  a veto.  If  Bush  manages  to  emerge  from  the  Afghan  and 
Iraqi  quagmire  with  sufficient  time  remaining  in  office  he  might 
launch  a new  crusade  against  Iran... and  the  result  may  be  equally 
uncertain . " 
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
